Red China

Hookworms Found 


MAEBASHI (Kyodo)—A new 
way to detect hookworms in the 


the stool of a patient because of 
the presence of a great number 
of eggs.

Here to Lecture, Study

“When I left Germany to live 
in the United States, Il was even- 


ftually able to overcdme my Eu- 


ropean provintialism. I have 
always. longed to come to Asia 
to try to overcome my Western 
provincialism,” says Dr. Paul 
Tillich, the world’s leading theo- 
logian, currently on a two 
month stay in Japan. 


“My wife and I have had a 
long interest in Eastern re 
ligions, especially Buddhism, 
and the corresponding 
Mrs. Hannah Tillich is a form 
art teacher. “We have bee 
studying’ to prepare for. this 
trip, but that is never enough. 
: merely studying, jt is impos- 
sible to get the experience of a 
foreign religion.” 

Thus the Tillichs plan to visit 
Buddhist, Shinto, and other rell- 
gious leaders, temples, and 
shrines while they are here. 

Before coming to this coun- 
try, Dr. Tillich had been in con- 
tact with the famous Japanese 
Zen Buddhist philosopher Dai- 
setsu Suzuki for many years. 
They had many conversations 
together while Suguki was in 
New York. He also exchanged 
ideas with the Ky we Zen mas- 
ter, Hisamatsu, which, led to Dr. 
Tillich’s invitation for this visit 
from the Japan Committee for 
Intellectual hange. 

He is here to give a series of 
lectures, primarily at universi- 
ties and student organizations in 
Tokyo and Kyoto on the sub- 
jects of religion and ¢ulture, 
philosophy and theology. 
will conduct a seminar on his 
own philosophy and theology at 
the Tokyo University. 

Paul Tillich, one of the most 
creative men of the modern 
world, was born in Brandenburg, 
Germany mn 1886. He received 
a Ph.D. degree in 1911; was or- 
dained in the Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church a year later, and 
then served for four years in 
the German army as a chaplain 
during World War I. 

After the war, he held two 
professorships, one in philoso- 
phy of religion and social philo- 
sophy at Dresden and Lei 
and one in philosophy at Frank- 
furt.

Orthodox Hindus regard mon- 
keys in much the same manner 
as they do sacred cows, Ac 
cording to Hindu mythology, the 
Indian monkey god Hanuman 
rescued the Goddess Sita from 
Ceylon and then razed the is- 
land by chasing around with a 
blazing tail. 

Indian monkeys are régularly 
fed sweetmeats and peanuts be- 
fore. morning prayers. No 
Hindu dares hurt the monkeys 
and Moslems wisely leave them 
alone, The result is that mon- 
keys are traffic hazards and per- 
petual nuisances.

Temple With a Ch 


By YUKI YAMAMOTO 


Perhaps a little too far out 
from either Kyoto or Nara pro- 
to be included in a tour 
tinerary of either, lies Manpu- 
ku-ji, Temple of Ten Thousand 
Joys, better known as Obaku- 
san or Mt. Obaku. Like all 
Buddhist temples the — insti- 
tution’s full name is composed 
of the name of a “mountain” 
and the name of the temple it- 
es A ee Ay —s 
ent of “Manpuku-ji Tem of 
Mt. Obaku.” . . 

Both the names are derived 
directiv frota an early counter- 
part in China, the temple hav- 
ing been established and named 
in 1061 by an abbot from China 
mamed Ingen. The temple .be- 
Came the head temple of the 
Obaku sect in Japan. For 1 
generations there the abbo 
was always a Chinese: and this 
has given the temple a decidedly 
exotic aspect both in the archi- 
tecture some of its buildings 
as well as in the religious and 
life patterns lived to this day 
by the temple's priests. 

The various halls-of the tem- 
~ each show a degree of 

ing architectural influence, 
and in this it is unique together 
with another similarly exotic 
ny es in Nagasaki, also known 
as Manpuki-ji. Its white walis 
make a strikingly severe con- 
trast with the green of the hill- 
side against which the temple 
stands; and many interesting 
details give the whole a distinc- 
tively exotic atmosphere. 

The placement of the various 
buildings ‘within the temple 
compounds is said to be in a 
certain arrangement symboliz- 
ing a dragon, with the front 
gate evidently indicating its 
head portion. At any rate, at 
a point that is now directly 
across the road from the en- 
trance gate, there may be seen 
to this day the remnants of two 
old wells, now In disuse, which 
are known as the Dragon's 
Byes, and no doubt served that 
symbolic purpose in the tem- 
pie’s structure. - 

The first entrance gate of 
“somon” (distinct from the big 
storied “sanmon” gate 
whjch lies farther within the 
compound), is flanked by the 
distinctive white plaster walis 
that are a part of this temple’s 
specially attractive features. | 

The modest-size somon gate 
is in an unusual shape that 
shows Ming influence. The 
strange creatures adorning the 
top ends of the intricately 
three-part gate roof are called 
“makara.” To the casual = 
they may seem similar to 
carp that adorn the ends of the 
castle roof at Nagoya, or the 
phoenix atop the roof at Uji's 
Phoenix Hall; but the “makara” 
@re something special showing 
affinity with some legendary 
creature of Indian origin.

An- 
other feature that adds to the 
“different” atmosphere is the 
predominance of teak in the 
woodwork, giving the temple a 
singular sense of somber dig- 
nity, set off effectively by the 
shining white of its plastered 
walls. ‘ 
The corridor before the hall 
that encloses the “jiki<djo” or 
the temple's dining hall seems 
to be a particularly important 
lace. From the ceiling there 
two interesting objects. 
a huge wooden fish with 
in its mouth (The sym- 
bolism of the ball I have not 
yet been able to learn.) The 
fish’s wooden belly is complete- 
ly hollowed out by centuries of 
with a wooden mallet 
to signify the hour of day.

But we did witness other in- 
teresting, no doubt dally rites. 
For instance there was a priest 
who came out and silently and 
solemniy walked up and down 
a certain squared-off portion of 
the roofed corridor with a big 
wooden pole in one hand which 
he thumped emphatically on the 
floor at certain points. 

Later we saw another priest 
come out to put bits of rice on 
stone cogtainers just off the 
corridor in the yard. This 
was symbolic feeding of #he 
hungry. Then a bronze cloud- 
shaped gong (the second of the 
interesting objects hang from 
the ceiling) was struck, this to 
signal the lunch hour. 

From variouf parts of the 
temple, black-clad shaven head- 
ed men passed silently by, ain- 
gle file, on their way to the 
simple dining hall, each carry- 
ing reverently before him, 
cupped in his two hands, some- 

wrapped in a cloth bag, 
which we guessed from the 
shape to be most likely his in- 
dividual rice bowl. 


There seemed no chance of 
our being invited to lunch here, 
so we crept away to finish our 
sight-seeing, and to have our 
tunch eleewhere. Here it must 
be mentioned that the Obaku 


le is absolutely famed for 
te bine Spachatpore or temple 
vegetarian fare.

Weekly News Review 


Kishi Remains Undaunted by Socialist Uproar, Intraparty Dissent 


Prime Minister Kishi secured 
the renewed pledge of support 
last week from the Liberal- 
Democrats in view of the hulb 
labaloo over the Lower House 
approval of the Security Trea 
ty. His position thus buttressed, 
Kishi started effort to put 4&4 
quick end to the current Diet 
crisis. 

On Friday, the Japanese Gov- 


ernment advised the United 


States that the situation in Ja- 
pan was nothing so serious as 
to necessitate a postponement 
of President Eisenhower's visit 
scheduled for four days from 
June 19. 


That step was taken after 
Kishi consulted the matter with 
Deputy Prime Minister Shuji 
Masutani, Foreign Minister Al 
ichiro Fujiyama, Finance Minis- 
ter Eisaku Sato and Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry Min- 
ister Hayato Ikeda. They agreed 
that the Government should 
take steps to reassure the United 
States at this time. 


In a nutshell, the reaffirmed 
position of the Government par 
ty is this: The Cabinet should 
neither resign nor dissolve the 
Lower House but. should stick 
to its plan for ratification of 
the Japan-U.S, Treaty. 

Opposite of Demands 

This precisely is the opposite 
of the Socialist demands. The 
Socialists apparéntiy do not 
consider that Kishi would yield 
to the demand for immediate 
resignation, but both the Social 
ists and Democratic Socialists 

last week that they might 
be able to induce a Diet dissolu- 
tion and, subsequently, a gener- 
al election. 

Kishi thinks, however, that 
‘the Socialists have had already 
enough time to state their case, 
indeed to repeat one and the 
same argument over and over 
again and that, consequently, 
they should back down, but not 
the Government.

International Situation 

Addresses made by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Premier Nfkita Khrushchev fol- 
lowing the collapsed summit 
meeting indicated shat mistrust 
and caution had’replaced mut- 
tual efforts to understand and 
reconciliate that had existed 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union. Nonetheless, 
the worldwide hope to main- 
tain peace expressed in a re- 
solution presented by lesser 
powers of the world at the U.N. 
Security Council and the re- 
cognition of the danger of a 
nuclear war by the two great 
powers will help not to deter- 
jorate the world situation teo 
rapidly. If at least the follow- 
ing three conditions are met, 
the East-West tension could 
again be eased, First, both the 
US. and Russia should give 
more emphasis to pdlitical ef- 
forts than military ones. Sec- 
ond, both should faithfully 
abide by international law, and 
third, both should refrain from 
using harsh words in accusing 
the other.—Asahi Shimbun

THE LOVELY WORLD oF 


RICHI-SAN by Allan R. Bos-

For the past 15 years there 
s been a constant stream of 
books relating the sometimes 
humorous, sometimes sentimen- 
tal experiences of Westerners in 
Japan. Some make preten- 
tious claims to present the 
“real Japan;” others simply en- 
deavor to entertain the reader 
and if, at the same time, he is 
informed, so much the better. 


“The Levely World of Richi. 
san” by Allan R. Bosworth con- 
tinues the latter trend. The 
intinvate vignetics cover a wide 
range of subjects from climbing 
Fuji to an @& “ting recounting 
of the 47 Ronin tale, including 
sports car rallies, sumo, watery 
ghosts and comments on the 
Oceupation. But most import- 
ant, it is the warm and tender 
story of Richiean and her 
family—the Asano clan of 
Shizukawa. 


After picking up the book 
and reading the first page or 
s*, however, one is tempted to 
put it back do “n. Don’t. After 
clogging the first couple of 
pages with a pretentious, over- 
written style, Bosworth gets 
down to the serious business of 
telling his story in a natural 
way. 

For example, at the outset we 
are greeted with “March wind 
illed the day’sfirst hesitant 
light into the phantom sails of 
curlously rigged fishing craft 
. « « Clusters. of tiny, tiletopped 
houses huddling along winding

her am “Engrish” com- 
ments. It is tao the American 
havy captain's credit that he is 
able to capture the vital spirit 
of this amazing Japanese 
woman with his simple, repor- 
torial way of writing. 

The book keeps up 4 lively 

most of the time, although 
t drags at times. But that is 
the fate of any effort to recreate 
intimate, personal experiences 
for too often such events are 
much iess meaningful and in- 
teresting to the reader than 
they are to the author. Bos- 
worth also seermis alittle too 
carried away by the quaint 
English spoken by Richi-san 
and her family; in fact, he 
seems to make quite a fetish of 
recapturing the dialect. 


The story of Richi-san, her- 
self, is the story of womanhood 
at its best-of courage, religious 
faith, wifely fidelity, humor; 
patient acceptance and maternal 
self-sacrifice. Despite losing two 
of her three children and des- 
= four years of starvation, 
Jiness and tragedy, she is still 
able to face life without bitter- 
ness or hatred, 


Perhaps it is because of her EPS 


wonderful, childlike faith: 
“Don” worry about it. Buddha 
will taking care to us.” Or 
maybe it is her traditional ac- 
— of her role in life: 
“Wife must never speaking that 
kind sings about husband or 
husband’s family. Zoo, I was 
don’ speak.” — 


But no matter what the truth 
of the matter is, there is 
a special joy In knowing that 
Richi-san is not a mere charac- 
ter created out of the guthor’s 
imagination, but a living person. 
In a footnote, Bosworth informs 
us that she runs a coffee shop 
named Yama no Yuri (Mountain 
Lily) at the northwest corner of 
the “kokuteru” house just east 
of the Tokaido highway in 
Totsuka, Yokohama. 


Perhaps the 28-mile trip from 
Tokyo for a cup of coffee might 
be well worth the ride, .

PARIS—Is Khrushchev a master of propaganda, and did he 
carry through his change of strategy in Paris and Berlin: with 
great propaganda skill? No two commentators would wholly © 
agree on the answer. But my own feeling is that he did every- 
thing shrewdly, if ruthlessly, until his historic press conference, 
when he went berserk and overreached hi if. 

He jumped on the plane incident with th heavy peasant 
boots and worked it for all it was worth. It was not'a subtle 
propaganda technique that he used, but it worked. Its com 
sequences will be felt for many months throughout Asia, Africa, 
Latin America. What the American leaders did earlier was inept 
and bumbling: but it was not the moral crime that Khrushchev 
made it out to be, and that some honestly detached Asian news 
papers have taken it to be. | 

Nor is Khrushchev the pot to call the American kettle black. 
When he said at Paris, “As God is my witness, my hands are 
clean and my heart is pure” on the subject of espionage, it was 
the whoppingest of whopping lies: the Big Lie made familiar by 
Hitler and the Nazis.
